'MfCKrainh had coutxived to 
keep iufoimed as to tiie Roocesa or the 
failure of the applicationa for commnta- 
tion made in behalf of Bhee, and when 
he learned that the aoveruor wool^ not 
interfere aud arraafbaMuts were being 
made for the exeoation M(;Goii;rh xent 
for tho warden «f the prison, and gnve 
him a written stat^meut that he, Mc- 
Gough, and not 81iea, had shot and 
killed Robert Ross. The Ktntomeut con- 
tained no details ol* the Hlui()ii;i;r, other 
than the bold confession of the fact.

In aniicii/.i- 
tion of their visit, the Kos.ses. .biliii Ro- 
land and several othci- citizens liwi 
armed themselves with clubs and srui'i 
with pistols loaded with bhink cat 
tridge«. It was shortly after that (hat 
the melee (X'cmred, and while '■'0 or 
more shots were liicd the Ros.s boys fell 
It was w hile Ko;j( 1 1 lay prostrate that 
somebody ran tiji and shot him in th 
head. This criiue wa*i finally laid to 
Shea's door, and ho was sentemvd to 
death, while McGough was sent to 
prison for 19 yeian tor his asfiaolt upon 
William Boss. Shea's caso was taken 
to the court of appeals, which confhi.'ie( 
the conviction. I'he governor re.sjnted 
him until after the holidays, but Sutur- 
daj rsfnaed to commote his iient^'ui-e.

Jameaoi^^'hite odcI Wlllon(hby Lodged 
ta Jail at PratorU— ProsMoBt Krocer 
Sajrs Thoy Will Bo roalalMd Aeeordiag 
to Law, Which Mpans That Thoy Will 
Bo Coartmartialod and Hbot. 

LoirDON , Jan. 0.— The colonial office 
haa jnst ieoeived the following telegram 
aent by Hon. Sir Walter Francis Hely- 
Hutchinrton, K. 0. M. (i., to Mr. Cham- 
berlain, secretary of state for the colo- 
nies, and dated Jan. 4, IBM: 

"Preaa aoooanta tfatB thM on the 
evening of Dec. 81 Sir. Jameson anived 
in the vicinity of Krugersdorf. 'The 
next morning be attacked the Boers, 
who were entrenched in a strong posi- 
tion. The Boers numbered 1,500. Dr.. 
Jameson was repulsed, but tried to 
move by Bandfontein to Roodeport, and 
was stopped at Dorinkop. 

"On the afternoon of Jan. 2 heavr 
fighting took place, and the state artil- 
lery came up. Dr. .Jameson was out- 
numbered, and some of his men wero 
nearly starved, many of them having 
been without food for three days. Their 
horses ware exhausted, and they were 
forced to sum^ider. Dr. Jameson lost 
80 men killed beside the wounded. If 
is estimated that the total loss will rea<;h 
240. The loss of the Boers is reported 
as four killed and a few wounded. It is 
claimed that 15 Kcm i-s were unhorsed by 
one volley tired by Dr. Jauies<jn'8 men. 
No oRicei s were killed. " 

Governor Hobiimoii of the Cape col- 
ony ha« telej^iaplied to Mr. Chamber- 
lain that of the force led into the Trans- 
vaal by Dr. .Jameson, 70 were killed, 80 
wonnded and 500 taken prisoners. 

He alst) telegraphs that it is said in 
the Cape Town papers that Jameson, 
Wliite a id Willoughby are lodged in 
the Pretoria jail. Orav and Ooventry 
of the British South AfHoa OOinpMiy 
ai'c among the wounded.

Ha Will Be PnaUhod Aeeordlag te Law, 

Sayi) Prmident Krufor. 

Cafk Town, Jan. 6.— It is reported 
that Hon. Cecil Rhodes, premier of Cape 
Colony, has resigned, but Governor Sir 
Uercnles Bohbson, has daoUnes to ac- 
cept the resignation. 

Colonial Secretary Chamberlain 
telegraphed asking if it were true that 
Dr. Janieaon was shot, adding that Mr. 
Rhodes had telegrapho<l a positiT* da- 
nial of the nuuored gathering of a sec- 
ond foroe of the Chartered South Af- 
rica company's troops at Bnlnwajo. 
President Knger haa replied that he 
had giTen no orders to shoot f reebootan 
who nad been taken priaoner, tool ilwt 
theywonld be pnniahed aooordiiig to 
law. He said that Huij had twsm treat- 
ed with the greateat coDaideratiOB 
the burghers, despite the fttot that the 
latter had mora than once been forced 
to take up arms indsfense of the re- 
public, Fresident Kmger adds: 

"Our confidence in Mr. Rhodes has 
rooeived such a rude shock that his re- 
pudiation of the proceedings at Bulu- 
wayo ought to be received with the 
greatest caution. Even now we have 
news that an arined force is collecting 
on our borders. If that be true, I tni.st 
that not the word of Mr. Rhodes, but 
the influence of your government will 
suffice to prevent the further incursions 
of freelKx>t(TS, although it was not auc- 
cessfnl in arresting mt adTMWa of JDr. 
Jameson." 

Secretary Cham berhiii) . in his reply, 
thanked President KruKcr for his assur- 
ances, and adds that he hud always felt 
confidence in \uh magnanimity. He 
had sent an imperial otfi(!er, he said, to 
Buluwayo to sei; that his orders were 
olx'yed, an<i to prevent the poB.sibility of 
any further i-aids, and assuring Presi- 
dent Kruger that he might rest confi- 
dent that he would strictly uphold the 
regnlations of the conventioa ol 1884.

Sunday night and Monday were 
f<l>eut In New Orleans, and our destination was 
reached on Thursday evening. 

Tbe ImpreMlon formed aa a result of tbe first 
five hundred milea traveled by this route In Mex- 
ico are decidedly unfavorable, the eountry beiuR 
exceedingly barren and uninteresting. Alkali 
deserts, mIiuoaI entirely uninhtkbited by man. 
beast or veRi'tatiou of any de.srrl|jti>iii, extend 
from horizon to horizon. From Torreon, south 
for a hundred luiles, condiliuns arc but litlk' 
changed. Occasionally you see a small cluster 
of mud hoii.ies occupied by Indian.s worltlng on 
railway trHcl^s. Further south, beginning with 
the City of Leon, you traverse a remarkably fer- 
tile aud biKlily cultivated valley, probably twenty 
miles 111 widih by two hundred in length, which 
must eumparc favorably with the best faimlng 
laud.s In America. Yet, with this wonderfully 
productive soil, so easily tilled and In direct 
rail communication with manafkoturing cities, 
you observe no time or laborearing maehinery 
or agrlcaltoral Implemenli : ao modem plows 
no coltivatois of iwent iBTsntlon, no mowing or 
reaping nachlnM, do stsam or hone-power 
thrtsheis, bat a striet adhmnnoe to the antique 
wooden shovel ploW, with ont handle. The 
plowing, mowing and reaping Is all perfomed 
by hand. The tbrethlng executed tramping, 
even the Cnxey-hobo plan of tramping being ta 
booed, for fear of approximating " up-to-date" 
methods. Nearly all farmlngf lands In this val 
ley are necessarily aud easily irrigated in con- 
sequence of having eii;ht coiisci ulivc nicvntlis ol 
dry weather, darluk' « lii< h period even occas- 
ional showers are utter si niiiKer.'-. Irrigation, 
however, is autoiimtically hi C(iiii|plislied through 
tbe medium of iiuDieiise reservoirs, wlilch are 
bountifully suj)|>]ied during the four months' 
Ihiu> .s, a>iiii. Ill ilii.s uiid iiiKii> (UiKT (Hirely 
a^Krieultiiral Kcctloiis, two crojis per year arc 
raised, tiood cane, delicious fruits, splendid 
vegetables, line wluiit, fair corn, inaguiticenl to 
bacco and rather inditrercut hay comprise the 
principal llstof farm products. Strawberries are 
in continuous season, flue In quality and very 
reasonable In price. Native sugar serves as an 
acceptable companion to the berries, which 
would l>e delightful, were it not for the deter 
mined eflbrt of tbe Mexican to inject into this 
othciwise tempUng dish some of the " Qall 
Borden brand of condensed milk." The Mexi- 
can, you know, has Just enough of tbe Indian In 
his composltiou to render him a formidable rival 
to the obdurateinior, who lUlad to oomprdiend 
the ooDdoot of bla tfevaa stabbom eompantons. 
TheMexieaa Is not partlotdaily exaottntas to 
the qoantltj, bat insisis upon yonr trying the 
'■Borden braod," fee theMstererse hisignifloant 
wave as yet bad taisnfletont ttaae In wbiob to 
thoroughly famllLarlae myself with Mexican law, 
and while I an not quite positive, stIU I stroagly 
suspect tbers is a statute in existence requiring 
90 per cent of tbe people residing oontlguotis to 
railroads to meet all passenger trains on arrival 
at their respective stations, and either sell to or 
beg from each passenger. If such statute does 
exist here, kindly permit me to sincerely compli- 
ment the ofDcials upon its ri^ld eiifuri emeiit. 
'I'lierc are certainly fi'W, if any, violators, llicy 
Dll'or to sell you everytliiuK freiii a e<iiiiiterfeit 
opal-clear down the list to, and iueli.diiiK tli'-lr 
elol'iiliK. wliieli ill most iiivtaiices coii-isl.s of a 
broad grin, generally a red blaiikel, and never a 
corset.

Owing to the peculiar and substantial 
coustructiun of its bouses, both public and pri' 
vale, defective flues aud tires are uuknown quan- 
t'ties, aud this reasonably large city maintains 
hut one tire cuglue, which Is clearly ontOlassed 
by Maysville's old " Niagara." Street oars are 
nnmerous, shabby and divided Into three olaas- 
eS, fares of wbiob range downward from 6 cents 
flrstHdass. Babits and manners of the Mexican 
street oar passengers are Identically the same as 
found in the United Statas. Msn invariably oc- 
onpy the seati, tba women stand in the aisle. 
Back or eab riding Is so rldlcnlonaly cheap here, 
tbat yon are constantly reproaohing yooraolf for 
em having acquired tbe an of walklnf . 

Tbe most serious competitor eaeounteted by 
the railroads (particularly that feature of the 
traffic pertaining to freight transportatiou) is 
found In the personage of tbe Peon, who, strange 
a< it may seem, is an iie/Mi/rioMd Indian. He is 
endowed with the strength of an ox, and possi .v 
es powers of endurance surpassing those of the 
horse. He.wlll carry u|K>n hia bark enormous 
burdens, for any dlxtaiii e, at aluioHt any price. 
He never walks.— always trots; never complains, 
aud seldom drinks anything slreuKcr than 
pulijue, «bleli, by the way, is the popular cheap 
drink of the Mexican Kepublic. It i* the ler 
mentcd Juice of the cactus. Is soM at half cent a 
glass aud produces intoxication on re^iular sched- 
ule Hue. Jlmuile lliiat wuuli! I>c lu hi.selLmeut 
111 re, where pulque is iilHiudaii I and clieai). It 
begeu dreamy, not boisterous lutoxioaUou. All 
the men and womsn drink, and tbe chlidien cry 
for it. 

The City of Mesloo is, of course, tbe homo of 
President Diss (pronounced Do-us, with the e 
strongly accented) aud many historically and 
artistically Interesting old cathedrals aud pal- 
aees. The Cathedral of Ouadalupe, among other 
admirable objects, contains a stair and altar 
railing of solid silver, weighing twenty-six tons. 
While respeotfnlly gasiag upon this wonderfnliy 
elegant ornament tlie tbOMbt 'oooorrsd to ase. 
If converted into money wut an important fae- 
tor It would become In Joe Blackbnm'i Sonaton 
lal race. Tbl* is tbe oldest and most universally 
respected Cathedral In tbe BepubUo.

While others n)ay have ciuisuiued their time 
III frivolities, ^aletieH ami piustluief she em- 
plojed thehiMirsand dayi until her handa be- 
came skillful in needlsworit, spinning, Imittlng, 
the preparation of domestic remedies of great 
ijeiu lit: of urtloleofor tbe table, tbe homo and 
for friends. 

In 1881, when seventeen years of age, she pro- 
feRscd a Having faith In Jesua and Joined the 
Methodist Kpiacopal Church, Being of sufficient 
age to uke the step, altar duo oonslderation and 
care, she never chaogoA la any sense her Oburcb- 
ly relation. For over sixty-fbUr yoaia she lived 
In the same organisation and taaiwoiahiped God 
in the same boiUlnc tor fortyHMren yean.

( • icvuli nl rrii\ideneo to lay away fatlu r aud 
mother aiel ili n at dlfTer«nt times to rlns,. the 
eyelids and seal the llpi for the last time of six 
of her own family, she knew full well the hit- 
t rnes.s of death aiul the pauKs of separation. 
'Ihese did not awaken in her the resentment of 
unrightt'ous anger, nor the estiaugemeut of un- 
belief. .She uoiii. tail. eel lier faith lu (iod. and 
her uueeasing tl<ielity to her religious duth'.s. 
' I. ol that which she saveil by frugality, earned 
tjj di.igeut industry and provided by an honesty 
I lat could not be iiuestloned, she contributed 
to religion, charity, education and patriotism 
with a habitual aud liberal constancy. 

If history givea us the typical Hebrew, or 
Grecian, or Roman, or German mother, the 
uutthers that largely made these proud and 
mighty nations to be what they were, then may 
we say of Mrs. Eleanor Case, she lived, and 
planned aud accomplished unUl, as Americans, 
as Christians, as cltiient we are proud of stub 
womauhuod, mothorluMd, honobaildlng and 
influence.

She anticipated, and rlpo with wisdom even 
beyond her yearo, and sfcillod from ozporienco, 
she visited, minlotorodaad gave, uatll hnadred* 
of hearts will recall her deeds and tuipf lip* 
will praise her, * 

Reading in Proverbs ; "Faithful are the wound* 
of a friend, bat the kisses of an enemy are de 
oeitful," and "A frleiid luveth at all times but a 
brother Is born for adversity." She was not 
basty In making friends, nor prom'Iicuous In 
choosing them, but when once chosen they were 



bearing the impress of her own handiwork and 
painstakiDK. Her word was her bead aad hor 

fidelity golden. 

Her morality was based upon and fnolnded 
tbe obaervanoe of all the Ten Commaadmonts. 
It bad the sturdy flrauuss of the oak and the 

tried truonoss %t steoL Her oonsoientionaneM 
was over sensitive aad her Integrity noted. But 
tlUs itooe taoB the foieo of her indlvidoal eon- 
TietiOBs. flbe would rather bo right than to 
count her friends bj so many ooore. 

All of these points may be mentioned u be- 
longing to a character, and yet the Master come 
and say, "One thing thou lackeat" Mrs. Case 
bad in her possession until the last and request- 
ed that It be used at her memorial service the 
Bible of her mother. In it she bad read of the 
good part chosen by Mary, and of that ' wisdom 
that cometh down from above. ' .'^he saw her- 
self hopeless aud guilty la the awfully pure light 
ol (>o(l a truth. 8he sought to have uot her own 
righloousuess, but " that righteousucss which is 
of God, by faith." This she .seeureil clearly and 
definitely. She professed salvation lu and 
through the name of Jesus. As veurg went on, 
growlug almost into three score and t«-n, she did 
not conclude that in her early life she had been 
deceived, but renewing her covenant a^aln and 
again around the altar of the church and ob- 
tainlug strength from her Bible aud her private 
devotions her faith more deeply emt>edded itself 
among tbe rock-like promises of Ood and tbe 
nourishing *oil of hi* grace. She iMlieved In 
prayor and song aad publlo woiahlp. For years 
beyond the aTOtsga feneration of.aaa she was 
known as ope wlu> pr^rod, labored and favo for 
the proopsrity of the ebunh. She eaoonraged 
the toilers la Ood'sviaoyard andoztondod the 
ample luMpltallty ol her home to nnmerous 
ministers. To sueh a Itts there ooold come but 
one tormiaation.

Then 
as expressive ol the state of her s.iiil hid so long 
In the refuge of Jesus, —that she well know was 
safe, she said, " (Jlory I glory ! ' glory ''' liKllflii- 
jah " and was not, for'exl had taken hei. She 
aves a sister. Mrs. Mills, ami four children, 
William U, John L aud Harriet U. Case aud Mrs. 
Beboeca Baaiilton ; also sis fraadohlldroa.
